Those of French Make 


It has been stated recently that 
France offers a good market for Can- 
adian manufacturers of agricultural 
machines and tools of various kinds, 
because the articles of this nature 
used in France-are below the stan- 
dard of those produced in this coun 
try. In agricultural machinery Can- 
ada has to compete princijaily with 
the United States, which enjoys the 
same tariff, $1.05 per thovsa d pound: 
on machines weighing 400 kilogs or 


more, and $1.32°on all other machires 
France imported agricultural machi 

ery in 1910 as follows: from tre 
United States, to the valve of 29,088. 
020 francs; from Great Br tain, 4,945 
850 francs; from Canada, 4,750.9 
francs; and from Germany, 4,677,6 0 
francs. 

The general French tariff 
and $2.02, respectively. In the sale 
of tools Germany monopolies the 
French market. German imported 
tools in 1919 were valued at 1,644.8 0 | 
francs, whi'> the total value of all 
the tools brought into France that 
year was on’y 2,686,250 francs, The | 
United Statcs sold France 438,940 | 
francs’ worth of tools and Great | 
Britain stood third on the selling list, 
with a total of 378,210 francs. Canada | 
has no tariff advantage over the Uni- 
ted States with France in the tool | 
trade, and will have to fight vigorously | 
for that part of the French market | 
which is controiled by Germany.

FU Noted Socialist Falied to Realize 
Hie Ambition in England 


—_— 


Joseph Fels, the well-known Social- 
let, intends abandoning his experince n- 
tal emall holdings at Mayiand, near 
Al 0, Masex, England. 

Altogether the experiment, includ: 
ing the cost of the land, invo!ved an 
expenditure of nearly $250,000. The 
estate of 700 acres was purcha:ed by 
Mr. Fels and divided into 6 und 6 acre 
'fots. On each of these a brica built 
house, with 6 rooms, bath, and offices, 
was erected, together with comp.ete 
farm bulidings. 

Three acres in each holding were 
| tatd out with fruit, and the remainder 
prepared for general market garden. 
ing. About a third.to a half of tre 
original small holders remain, and 
these will be given an opportunity to 
;burchase their holdings, ‘The re. ain- 
der of the property will be disposed 
| Of privately or sold by auction. 
| It {8 Mr. Fels’ intention to devote 


the money received from the sa.e of 
|the property to propaganda work on 
j behalt of the single tax in Great 
Britain, North America and on the 
|continent of Europe where funds for 
‘the purpose are already in existence. 

“IT am giving up the experiment,” 
he said, “simply because 1 am ccn-

| experiment, either public or private,

| large or small, shall get what delongs 
|to him—the full. result of his labor.” 

“I have come to a full realization 
of the hoplesness of trying to promote

countries ‘land hogs.’ 

“It was by no means a complete

' Jers being a farmer, I cannot say 
funder present conditions how commer. 
‘lal success could be obtained. But | 
do know that if the present taxation 
upon labor, machinery, aad buildings 
were lifted, as ig will be, and paced 
upon land values, where it beiongs, 
monopolists and other idlo persons 
such as myself would not be looking 
round to play the philanthropic game, 
the benevolent wheese, or the charity 
act to benefit the poor, but would be 
getting off their backs, and these peo- 
‘ple would be teaching themselvs 
agriculture and other pursuits tnaidid 
by our allegea superior wisdom.”

Sufficient Cut Yearly to Keep One 
| Hundred and Twenty Mills Going

| Fifty-six per cent. of tLe pulpwood 
cut in Canada during the year 1911 
was exported to the United States.
